1. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which apphcant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1 , it is unclear how the first and second transistors are interconnected and 
associated with each other. As a result, the operation of the display system is not well 
understood. 

In claim 10, it is unclear how the first and second transistors and their first and second 
electrodes are interconnected and associated with each other. As a result, the operation of the 
display system is not well understood. 

The dependent claims not specifically address share the same indefiniteness as they 
depend fi'om rejected base claims. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1-2 (insofar as understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yamashita et al (pat # 5,506,516). 

As to claims 1-2, Yamshita et al disclose an apparatus for inspecting an array of pixel 
cells (1) having a plurality of pixel cell (la) coupled to gate lines (gl,g2,.) and data lines 
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(xl,x2,. . .xj) and first and second transistors (2b) formed on the substrate. Furthermore, it 
appears that each of the first and second transistors having a gate electrode and first and second 
electrodes defining a serpentine channel region (region between first and second electrodes). 
4. Applicant's arguments filed on 12/01/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argues that Yamashita et al device do not have first and second transistor 
formed on the substrate each having a gate electrode and first and second electrodes defining a 
serpentine channel region there between. Applicants also argue that the interconnections between 
the first and second transistors are not necessary, however, Applicants emphasize how important 
they are in the invention. 

Examiner disagrees with Applicants about these issues. In column 4, lines 36-48, 
Yamashita et al teach that the transistors (2b) as well as the pixel portion (1) are located on the 
same active matrix substrate. Furthermore, it appears that the transistor (2b) has a gate, first and 
second electrodes defining a serpentine channel region there between. Furthermore, it is 
necessary to know how the first and second transistor are connected together in order to them to 
perform their intended purposes. Without having those connections, it is unclear what is the 
functions of those transistors are used for, therefore they are useless to be together with the array 
of pixel cells.
